2. Citations and explanations: 

Claims 1 to 56 lack novelty and inventive step under PCT Article 33(2) and (3) as being anticipated by O'Gara. 
O'Gara teaches porous hybrid particles with organic groups removed from the surface. See column 2, lines 25 and on, whicn 
teaches particles that correspond to the claimed hybrid monolith. Note too the claims in O'Gara, which correspond to the instant claims. 
Column 12, starting on line 29, teaches method by which the particles can be made. See also the working examples. 

Claims 1 to 56 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicalrility because the subject matter 
claimed can be made or used in industry. 
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
